On the subject of handling manure a 


Country Gentleman correspondent sjiys: 
Comparatively few farmers are situ- 
ated as we would wish to bo in every 
respect. If all had a shelter handy, un- 
der which the manure could be thrown, 
if would be out of the way and where 
the fertilizing elements could bo pra- 
sorvod until the time came when it 
could be drawn, out on the fields and 
spread at once. 
Many who have a shelter for mannro 


do not appear to--understand how to 
handle it. They'throw it out of the 
atabla into a high heap, which in a few 
days begins to heat and steam up, thero- 
bv losing the most valuable part, tee 
nitrogen, and when ready to draw out 
to the field tho middle of the pile is a 
burned mass, worth comparatively 
nothing. If m»nure is to be thrown out 
under a shed, tho pile should bo kept 
very broad and flat, and if there are 
animals to trample on it, so much the 
better for the 'manure, as it is still loss 
liable to heat. 
' But we can handle manuro with very 
little loos of vnluo by drawing it direct 
from tho stable, a load at a time, as 
faat ae made, and spread- it at once 
where wanted. All manures which have 
boon allowfd to accumulate should be 
got out' oK-'Aio land as soon as possi- 
ble That which has lain around through 
the summer can usually be. made fine 
enough to spread, thinly on the yonng 
clover M a top dieeains.
